Senator Morgan yesterday talked unre- | 


servedly about thedecision of Judge Ricks of 
the United States Cireuit Court at Toledo re- 
cently, in which it was held that 
no employ of railroad had. a 
right to. strike because. striking inter- 
feres with public business, Senator Morgan 
stands as high as any man in America as an 
authority on Federal law, and his judgment is 
almost unerring. “It is a curious fact,’’ 
said he, “ that I happen to have paid especial 
attention to this very question. When the 
inter-State- commerce law was up in the Sen- 
ate I tried to have exactly such an amend- 
ment put in making it unlawfui for employés 
to strike. This was overruled and now Ricks 
attempts to make a Jaw of his own. Ido not 
believe his decision will stand. A special act 
of Congress is required to make so sweeping a 
decision valid. If employés were restrained 
from striking on the ground that it interfered.

It appears that tie riot was the result of 
plans deliberately prepared by the temperance | 
supporters of the bill. The temperance party 
to the number of ‘thousands occupied Trafal- 
gar Square under secret orders long before 
the arrival of the liquor party or the “anti- 
vetoists.’» The object of this oceupahon was. 
to frustrate the demonstration, and as the 
liquor party appeared the temperance men 
quickly showed their ability to use something 
besides moral suasionin dealing with the 
driuk question, 

As procession after procession. of the anti-. 
vetoists appeared with their. banners, contain- , 
ing legends protesting against the bill, the 
temperance people pounced upon them and 
the banners were quickly reduced: to shreds, 
Free fights were frequent, and the police were 
busily employed in subduing and arresting 
the ringleaders in the sttife. When the 
anti-vetoists, or liquor party, endeav- 
ored to carry out. their.. of 
addresses, showing the alleged demerits of the 
veto or local option system proposed by the 
bill, the speeches Were inaudible, owing to 
groans and hootings of the temperance party. 
Such banners as had been saved were carefully 
furled to save them from - destraction, and 
then in order that a vote might be taken on 
the resolutions against the bill, legends in 
broad letters were hoisted .first for and then 
against the proposition. “Both the affirmative 
and negative received riiging shouts from the 
opposing parties, 

The temperance party next secured posses- 
sion of the ploth cf Nelson's column and 
proceeded to hold forth. The liquor party, 
enraged by previous attacks on themselves, 


now became aggressive, and the first temper- 


ance speaker was knocked off and somewhat 
bruised in the descent. The temperance peo- 
ple, however, rallied and renewed the attack, 
carrying all before them and obtaining full 
control.

THE BACILLUS OF CHOLERA.

its causes that have been established: The 
comma bacilli, which are the active agents of 


develop in pure water, but as a rule they do 
not long exist in impure water, though itis 4 
rule that has many exceptions. Their natural 


freezing point or even bdelow it for several: 
hours without being killed. At above 130 they 

are invariably killed. Exposure to a dry at- 
mosphere from four to twenty-four hours in- 


but they possess a very low vitality as com- 
pared with other bacteria. A warm and moist 
climate is the one that most favors their dead- 
ly work on the human frame. | 

A most interesting fact is that while the 
comma bacillus will flourish among the alka- 
lies it is killed by acids. Hence it cannot live 
if directly acted on ‘by the acid juices of the 
‘stomach. It food be perfectly digested any 
of the bacilli it may have contained are killed 
off. But when the stomach is feeble or over- 
loaded a portion of the food may pass into the 
duodenum without having been digested in 
the stomach. If that portion contains any of 
‘the bacilli they find in the slightly alkaline 
juices of the upper bowels their appropriate 
nourishment, multiply with woaterful rapid- 
ity, and produce the symptoms of cholera. 

From this statement of the case it is legiti- 


nottoeator drink anything that may be 
thought to contain cholera germs there 1s com- 
paratively little danger if the stumach be not 
loaded with more material than it can effi- 
ciently @igest, the quantity varying with the 
individual and with the state of health for the 
time being. As the comma bacillus is killed 
off by exposure to a temperature of 130 de- 
grees it is sure death to him to ‘be subjected 
to the far greater heat of 212, which is the 
boiling point of water under ordinary atmos- 
pheric pressure. Hence it is easy to prevent | 
him from entering the stomach while alive, 
either through the medium of food or drink. 
People who have weak digestive apparatus 
should be careful to use this precaution 
whenever there is reason to suspect the pres- 
ence of cholera. Ail others are comparatively 
safe if they will avoid loading their stomach 
at any one time with more material than can 
be digested. properly. It may be added that 
the use of cold drinks tends to chiil the stom- 
ach and thus interfere with the process of 
digestion, also that the danger is increased by 
taking in a fresh supply of food while diges- 
tion is in progress, for which reason the long-

TRAIN ROBBERIES ARE TOO FREQUENT. 


State Authorities Should Take a Hand te 
. Stop the Outrages. 

Wasuureros, D: C., April Spécial. }— 
Inquiry has been made regarding legislation 
by Congress to prevent train robbing. About 
four months ago there was a movement to se- 
cure such action. Half a dozen train robber- 
ies in the Southwest showed that the State 
authorities were usually unable to cope with 
it; Generally the robbers escaped from one 
State into another, or intoJndian Territory. 
In view of this fact it thought that the 
exercise of the Federal authority might be’ 
availed of to make the crime less frequent, if 
not to wipe it out altogether. The railroads 
which were heavy sufferers were anxious for 
‘such action. 

The subject was discussed in: the Postoffice 
committees of the House and Senate, 
as by members of the Judiciary committees. 
It soon developed that there could be no legis- 
lation, because of the Bourbonism of a large 
number of Southern members. They resented 
the potion that the State authorities could not 
pursue and capture the train robbers. The 
main objection, however, was that a Federal

AN EXOITING ‘MANOR TRIP AN 
ALASKAN OANYOS. 

How E. J. Glave, the Explorer, Ran the 
Rapids of a Wild Torrent in Spite of the 
Warnings of the Natives—Assisted by 
an Indian Charm Doctor—Angry Waters 

. Shattered by Rocky Pointe—Skirting 
the Walls of Ice for Four Exciting Days 
~-Through the Gorge into Calm Water. 
Seventy-five miles to the eastward of Yaku- 
tat, ou the south coast. of Alaska, a deep, 
‘swift stream, known tu the natives as the Al- 
seck, empties into the Pacific Ocean. ‘The 
country through w this river flows was 
éntirely unkngwn to white men. On the map 
its mouth alone was charted and the possible 


direction of its course merely suggested by : 


In the summer of 1890 my companion, Jack 
Dalton, and I were commissioned to explore 
this land. 

. We ascended, in canoes, the Chilcat River 
on the southeast corner of. Alaska, crossed on 
svowshoes the mpnster ice fields beyoni, and 
at length reached the valleys of far 
terior. We then struck west and 
our search for the unkown river. 

Good fortune favored us, for by the month 
of June we had discovered the birthplace of 
the Aiseck where it trickled out from Lake
